Rowley arraigned 


for stealing Belleville 


police car on June 1

Kevin Laverne Rowley, Jr., 24 of Wayne 
was arraigned June 3 via Zoom at 34" 
District Court by Magistrate Al Hindman 
for stealing a Belleville Police patrol car 
on June | from 5 Main St. in Belleville, the 
location of the police department. 

Belleville Police Chief David Robinson 
said the car was on the ramp at the police 
department and was locked and running 
while Cpl. Kris Faull went in the station for 
a minute. This individual was able to pry 
open a partially open window and opened 
the door and drove away in the vehicle. 

The vehicle was immediately tracked 
and able to be stopped without incident by 
Canton and Van Buren police departments, 
Chief Robinson said, adding, equipment 
measures are being installed to make sure 
this cannot occur in the future. 

Rowley was wearing only his undershorts 
as he was arraigned by video from the Van 
Buren Township police lockup. Cpl. Faull 
said he has been diagnosed with a mental 
illness and did take his meds the day before 
the incident but didn’t take his meds the day 
of the incident. 

“We’re thankful no one got hurt at the time 
of the incident,” Cpl. Faull said. 

When Magistrate Hindman explained 
the charges to Rowley — unlawful driving 
away of a motor vehicle and receiving and 
concealing a motor vehicle — he told the 
defendant that these are serious charges. 
Rowley had declined to talk with a court 
appointed attorney. 

Sgt. Faull said Rowley had to be restrained 
the previous night and so they took his 
sweat pants away, explaining his nakedness. 

Hindman set the bond as $50,000/10% 
and said the file will be marked Medical. 
His probable cause conference was set for 
8:30 a.m. on June 16 before Judge Tina 
Brooks Green.

City to raise water rates in line with GLWA increase

As of July 1, the Great Lakes Water 
Authority price for water to the city 
of Belleville will go up 2.09% and on 
Monday the Belleville City Council voted 
unanimously to pass that rate increase on 
to water users in the city. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said 
currently the city charges $6.13 per unit — 
which is 1,000 gallons. The increase of 13 
cents per unit will make the new city price 
$6.26 per unit. 

He said earlier the city thought it might 
be a 3.14% raise and they were relieved it 
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was less. He said the cost increase will be 
for water only, not sewer or trash. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said he 
remembers in 2008 or 2009, the city waited 
eight years to increase the water rates and 
it was a disaster. 

Councilman Fielder said the city is 
delivering drinking water to residents’ front 
doors for the cost of five water bottles. He 
noted one-quarter of the residents in the 
community don’t pay property taxes. 

“This happened in the past and the city 
chose not to pass on the cost and it hurt 
people dearly later,” said Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said he agrees 
with passing it on, but he would like to see 
an estimate of what water system repairs 
need to be done in the next 10 to 15 years. 
He said the city has a healthy fund balance 
in the water account, but they don’t know 
what will need to be replaced. 


Councilman Voigt asked if the city will

Court Watching: 


Joe Stafford gets 4-15 years for bank robbery in Canton Township

Joe Stafford, 55, of Powder ee GA, 
pled guilty to robbing the y 
Chase bank at Michigan |, 
Avenue and Old Canton 
Center Road in Canton 
Township on Nov. 5 and j 
will spend four to 15 į 
years in prison. & 

Stafford also was 
charged with bank 
robbery at Belleville’s Stafford 
Chase bank on Nov. 7. Ina plea deal, Stafford 
agreed to plead guilty to the Canton charge 
and the Belleville charge was dismissed. 

He was given credit for time served of 
202 days. Stafford has been in custody since 
the day he was apprehended by Belleville 
Police and arrested with the help of Van 


Buren Township police. 

After his May 25 plea before Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge Kelly Ramsey, 
Stafford was taken to the Charles Egeler 
Reception and Guidance Center in Jackson 
to transition into the prison system. 

His earliest release date is Nov. 4, 2024 
and the maximum discharge date is Nov. 4, 
2035. Fees of $1,898 were assessed. 

When Stafford was arraigned by Judge 
Oakley via Zoom from the Wayne County 
Jail on Nov. 18, he told Judge Oakley that he 
wanted no attorney. But, Judge Oakley said 
on a felony charge a defendant automatically 
gets an attorney assigned. 

Stafford, a trucker, told Judge Oakley it 
didn’t matter how much bond he set because 
he didn’t know anyone in Michigan and 
couldn’t get anyone to pay his bond. 

Court appointed defense attorney Samuel 


Churikian later told 34° District Court 
Judge Brian Oakley that Stafford’s case was 
quite complicated because he is on parole 
in Georgia. Churikian said he talked to 
Stafford’s parole officer in Georgia. 

Belleville Police Chief David Robinson 
reported that at about 10:40 a.m. on Saturday, 
Nov. 7, Belleville police were dispatched to 
the Chase bank at 465 Main St. on a report 
of a robbery in progress. 

He said police officers from Belleville and 
Van Buren responded but the suspect was 
gone when they got there. He said it was 
determined that the suspect entered the bank 
and presented a note to the teller demanding 
money. 

Although unspecific violence was 
mentioned, there was no weapon seen or 
implied, Chief Robinson said. 

Due to a quick response and information 


sharing, a potential suspect was located 
near Horizon Park. Investigative efforts 
determined that this suspect was the 
perpetrator of the bank robbery and he was 
taken into custody. 

Stafford was arrested and arraigned on 
one count of bank robbery with the included 
enhanced charge of habitual offender - 
fourth offense. 

Then, the bank robbery in Canton was also 
tied to Stafford. 

Chief Robinson said in regards to the 
sentence, “It is common when there are 
the same crimes in different jurisdictions 
within Wayne County, the Prosecutor will 
drop one of the charges in exchange for a 
guilty plea, being that the sentences would 
run concurrently anyway. What’s important 
is the perpetrator was arrested and is held 
accountable for his crimes.” 


VBT Board of Trustees approves building of community center

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees, at its June 1 Zoom meeting, 
unanimously approved building a new 
community center attached to the Senior 
Center wing at township hall. 

Public Services Director Matt Best said 
this was the May 11 recommendation of 
the Recreation Committee after several 
outreach forums for public input. He said 
if the board approves moving forward they 
could go out to get bids from construction 
contractors since they don’t know the 
actual cost of the building yet. 

Best had provided the board with a list of 
things that will be in the community center, 
including a gymnasium with a full high 
school basketball court that could allow 
dividing the space into two functional 
areas; indoor walking track; cardio and 
weight training room; fitness studio/dance 
studio; multi-purpose rooms; locker/ 
shower rooms; lounge/waiting area; indoor 
play area; Black Box theatre (“The Cube,” 
sponsored by a $1.137 million grant 
from the VBT Downtown Development 
Authority); significant storage space; 
office space; infrastructure update;, fuel 
pump relocation; and other improvements. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked where the 
teen lounge is. She said it was mentioned 
several times at the Recreation Committee 
meetings and she was told this would be 
added. She said it would be a place teens 
could go and visit with friends and play 
video games. 

Director Best said this was the first he 
heard of a teen lounge. He said what he 
presented was the recommendation of the 


Recreation Committee. 

“If the board wants that, it can be added, 
but it would be at an additional cost,” Best 
said. “Just because it’s not on the list, 
doesn’t mean it can’t be done. If you want 
it to be added, we can.” 

“I didn’t think ‘added’,” Trustee Miller 
replied. “I thought it would on there.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said they could use the 
multi-purpose room. Later he suggested 
using “The Cube.” 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said they 
had talked about a kind of latchbox area for 
teenagers. 

“This was supposed to be a community 
center for everyone,” Miller said. “I’m just 
really sad that it wasn’t on here.” 

“This is the recommendation the 
Recreation Committee made,’ Best 
repeated. “They made the recommendation 
to build. We could do this ... We can add it 
to this. We can absolutely add it.” 

“I attended all the Recreation Committee 
meetings and then some...” Miller said, 
adding they were told this is the time to 
add ideas. 

Supervisor McNamara said there are 
capital costs involved and a teen center has 
a lot of moving parts. He said they could 
look into it and then he might call Miller 
up and tell her, “We can’t make this work.” 

“Will we see the plans before it goes any 
further?” asked Treasurer Sharry Budd. 

Best said yes, they would. He said they 
are doing due diligence with the present 
building for the architectural design and the 
timeline is to get the bids out by December 
or January. 

“Nothing is set in stone,” Best said. “If 
the board wants to add something ... it 


would have to approve the expenditure .. 
You’re not approving the recreation center 
based on the list ... You'll have multiple 
bites of the apple.” 

Trustee Donald Boynton said he wants 
an emergency plan for some kind of event, 
such as civil unrest or severe weather, and 
wants a critical infrastructure plan. He 
said it could be a little expensive, but they 
should be able to fold it in. 

“That’s my background and that’s what I 
want to see,” Trustee Boynton said. 

“Yes, we will do as you ask,” McNamara 
said to Boynton. 

Best said the graphics they have now are 
out of date and, “Anything we add will 
move the building farther into the baseball 
field.” 

Trustee Kevin Martin suggested they 
could have bricks with names on them 
for a nominal fee as a nice addition to the 
walkway to the entrance or elsewhere. 

McNamara agreed that would be a 
good plan. Then he called for a motion to 
approve the community center, plus the 
addition of a teen center. Trustee Martin 
intervened, saying they don’t need details 
yet, but just to approve the building. 

McNamara agreed. “I wanted a rock wall 
and I’m not getting it,” he said. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-3 1- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the 2021 tax rate request, 
which is .8961 in allocated millage 
and 6.3713 extra voted mills for public 
safety, totaling 7.2674 mills. The VBT 
2021 Taxable Value for real and personal 
property is $1,165,488,936 and the tax 
amounts to $8 470,074; 

e Approved a resolution requesting 


the Michigan Independent Citizens 
Redistricting Commission to keep the 
city of Belleville, Van Buren Charter 
Township, and Sumpter Township together 
in the state redistricting plan now under 
way. Supervisor McNamara said he would 
be going to Dearborn on June 3 to present 
the letters from the three communities to 
the commission; 

e Approved the reopening plan for the 
Senior Center, starting June 14 with one to 
two classes per day, 10 a.m. to 3 p.m., in 
the dining room. Beginning July 1, there 
will be an addition of one to two classes 
per day between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. in 
the dining room, craft room, or lounge. 
These current programs would continue: 
Meals on Wheels, Forgotten Harvest set 
up, food distribution set-up, Focus Hope 
distribution. Treasurer Sharry Budd said 
she had reservations about opening in 
June and had hoped to wait until July 1, 
but she’ll support what the other board 
members decide. Community Services 
Director Elizabeth Renaud said they 
will not be mandating vaccinations for 
the seniors participating. She said there 
will be cleaning and sanitizing the areas 
used between the classes. Trustee Sherry 
Frazier said, “If they can’t manage it, I’m 
sure they’ll pull back.” Clerk Wright said 
he wanted to make sure it is nothing they 
will regret later. “Sounds like we have the 
staff under control” for the cleaning, Clerk 
Wright said; 

e Approved a special land use request to 
construct a drive-through lane with a drive- 
through window as part of the demolition 
of an existing Mobil gasoline filling station

Editorial 
Should VBT ask 
employees to move 
into township? 


We received a telephone call over the 
week end from a reader who owns property 
in Van Buren Township. He was concerned 
that Dan Selman was named deputy 
supervisor to Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
and that, he said, Selman showed no 
interest in moving into the township. 

Public Act 212 of 1999, the Residency 
Act, became effective on March 10, 2000. 
The Act restricts public employers from 
requiring that certain employees reside 
within certain geographical boundaries as 
a condition of employment or promotion 

The Act doesn’t apply to paid-per-call 
fire fighters who need to live a reasonable 
distance to be of any use in fighting fires. 

VBT has a lot of employees who live 
outside of the township, including the 
deputy treasurer, police chief, and directors 
of public service, community service, 
planning, and recreation. 

The city of Belleville has a city manager 
/ police chief who lives in Monroe, a city 
clerk/treasurer who lives elsewhere, and 
the DPW director who lives in Romulus. 

Sumpter Township has a deputy 
supervisor/finance director who lives in 
Ann Arbor and a police chief who lives in 
the city of Belleville. All this is legal. 

We agree with the law. The quality of the 
employees should be the top priority, not 
where they hang their hats. What do you 
think? 
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EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


We heard the fork-lift accident on the 
fire scanner on Wednesday afternoon, 
June 2, near the corner of Main and High 
in Belleville. The patient was taken to 
Beaumont Wayne. 

We checked with City Manager/Police 
Chief Dave Robinson and he said of the 
accident at the construction site, one fork- 
lift operator accidently backed into another 
worker. Injuries were mild and the employee 
was expected to be back to work Friday. 

At the June 1 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees via Zoom, 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara said they 
had to move the item with the Sumpter 
supervisor and deputy supervisor to the 
beginning of the meeting agenda because 
the Sumpter supervisor had an important 
engagement. 

After Sumpter Supervisor Timothy 
Bowman and Deputy Supervisor Elle 
O’Connell introduced themselves to the 
VBT board, McNamara suggested Bowman 
explain his situation. 

Bowman said his daughter is dealing with 
a marriage license thing. She is due to be 
married on June 12, but the marriage license 
will expire before the wedding, something 
to do with COVID. He said he is having a 
pastor at his house that evening to marry 
his daughter and her fiance and then the real 
thing will take place on June 12. 

There are always very interesting slice-of- 
life stories at the 34 District Court sessions. 
Last week there was a man who was ticketed 
in Van Buren Township on Oct. 23 for having 
livestock on insufficient land. He was being 
asked to produce documentation that they 
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were indeed emotional support chickens, as 
he claimed. 

Another case featured a daughter who 
appeared on zoom for her father, who was 
at work. She said he could only speak 
Romanian, so she was going to handle his 
case for him. The judge told her that the 
father had to appear by zoom to handle the 
non-traffic civil infraction himself and the 
court would get an interpreter to help. The 
case was adjourned to another date. 

Another case was for a dumping charge and 
a suspended license charge against a man 
who only spoke Spanish and an interpreter 
was provided. He said he actually didn’t 
dump in VBT because he just had grass and 
dirt in his truck and thought that would be a 
good place to put it. He dumped the grass, 
but he was made to pick it up again. As to 
his license, he said he did have a driver’s 
license when they didn’t require social 
security numbers and just gave them out 
to immigrants. But they don’t do that any 
more. He pled guilty to dumping and will 
have a delayed sentence on that. He also 
pled guilty to allowing an unlicensed person 
to drive (himself) and was charged $600 in 
fines and costs. 

In another case a mother was charged 
with contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor when her son missed 106 total hours 
of school at McBride Middle School since 
last September. The mother said her son is 
14 and has ADHD with a problem of staying 
focused. She said he was on remote learning

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and now has transferred back to in-person 
schooling. 

A reader called to say she got a call from 
St. Joseph Mercery Hospital and a lady with 
a German accent asked for her husband.

COVID-19 deaths 
in 48111 remains at 73,

MDOT to repair, 
rebuild 24 miles of I-275 
in Wayne County 


The Michigan Department of Transportation 
will be repairing and rebuilding 24 miles of 
I-275 between Will Carlton Road and 6 Mile 
Road in Wayne County in six phases over four 
years. 

The work will be in the communities of Ash 
Township, Canton Township, Huron Township, 
Livonia, Plymouth, Romulus, and Van Buren 
Township. The project is expected to begin in 
late June or early July. 

The project includes 10 miles of concrete 
pavement repairs, 14 miles of rebuilding 
concrete pavement, asphalt resurfacing of four 
interchanges, rebuilding concrete pavement 
of parts or all of six interchanges, improving 
65 bridges and a retaining wall, drainage 
improvements, sign replacements, traffic signal 
modernizations, intelligent transportation 
system improvements, sidewalk improvements 
that are compliant with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, and tree replacements. 
Additionally, a segment of the Metro Trail will 
be rebuilt to replace an adjacent retaining wall. 
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Shane Convery, market master of the Belleville Farmers’ Market answered questions about radishes and spinach and other greens he 
grew at his farm in Willis that he had brought to the market on Monday. This was the first day of the season for the Belleville Farmers’ 
Market, which will be open every Monday from 4 to 7:30 p.m. on the new Fourth Street Place. There were thirteen vendors at Monday’s 
market and Convery was the only farmer present. Others had crafts and jams and candles and snacks. The Jehovah Witness booth had 
free blood pressure checks and free bottles of cold water. Monday also was the beginning of the Main Street Car Show, which runs every 
Monday all summer from 6 to 9 p.m.

get a sewage treatment increase this year. 

Rutherford said the Downriver Utility 
Wastewater Authority is in the process of 
doing “rate methodology” right now and it 
probably will increase. He said everything 
goes up eventually. 

Rutherford said DUWA now charges on 
excess flow and they are trying to work out 
a way to charge those that have excess. He 
said Belleville has done its diligence for 
upgrades and needs to be credited for that. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the DUWA 
took the treatment facility over from the

county and there was a deal that members 
wouldn’t get an increase for several years. 

Fire Chief Loranger asked how much 
fund balance was eaten into by the past 
large increase in rates referred to and 
Mayor Conley said there wasn’t a fund 
balance. 

“The increase was 50%,” said Mayor 
Conley. “It was huge.” She said there has 
been a conscious effort to maintain a fund 
balance. 

Voigt said he wants to know what the 
potential water maintenance is going to 
be in the future before starting to build a 
bigger fund balance. He said they should 
know what the costs will be, even though 
some grant money is coming. He would 
like to know what will need replacing in 
the next 10-15 years. 

Rutherford said it’s pretty tough to predict 
what’s going to need replacement in a 
water system because it’s a sealed system, 
not like the sewer system where you can 
put cameras in to see. 

Voigt said he would like to have engineers 
make a rough idea of how much it would 
take to replace those failing pipes on 
Huron River Drive and on Edgemont and 
estimates for the next 10-15 years. 

“The rate increase of 2.09%, that’s real,” 
said Rutherford. “It will happen on July 
1 and it has nothing to do with the fund 
balance.” 

“Tt only affects the fund balance if you 
don’t pass it on,” said Mayor Conley. 

Fielder said the council had almost

He said BACA 
would cover the cost. Mayor Conley asked 
that they also have the electrical contractor 
look at how much it would cost to get 
power to Fourth Street Place. Rutherford 
said that option was explored by the DDA 
who found it to be too expensive. There is 
an underground conduit, but no lines and 
no place for the cabinet, he said, adding 
that he worked with the DDA on that; 

e Approved the Central Business 
Community’s Taste of Belleville 6-8 p.m. 
on Aug. 19. The city’s Bridge Walk will 
begin at 5:30 p.m. The Taste of Belleville 
will be on High Street and in Horizon Park. 
The Music Lakeside concert will begin at 
7 p.m.; 

e Appointed Councilwoman Kelly Bates 
as chairperson of the City of Belleville 
75" Anniversary celebration, with the help 
of Councilman Fielder. The item was put 
on the agenda by Councilman Voigt who 
said Belleville became a village in 1905 
and a city in 1946. He said it also is the 
75" anniversary of the police department. 
There were constables until the department 
was formed in 1946. The celebration could 
take place at the Taste of Belleville or on 
the first Wednesday Food Truck Rally in 
September;
